Trying to See

In college I would not study economics be- 
cause. the man holding the chair of @é¢onomics 
had been personally endowed by a retired manu- 

facturer and was a paid speaker seemingly at the beck and call 
of certain groups. 

This was, as I later realized, stupid of me betauseé I deprived 
myself of the fundamentals of economics which I would have picked 
up from his courses. The result has been bad because I had to 
begin my own reading on economics years later and that reading 
has been haphazard, wasteful and not too productive. 

Nevertheless, my admiration for the true economist, who is to 
be found pure gold in the midst of much fool’s gold in his pro- 
fession (a statement which could be made about all other pro- 
fessions), is extreme and sincere I like arguing with them, but 
in my arguments I must be careful to enter water only deep enough 
to permit me to leap about from rock to rock, so to speak. I think 
that I drive some of them to a state of near hysteria, or madness, 
because 1 know enough only to keep them the slightest bit off 
balance. I can do this with ‘doctors, too, and I know there are 
times when I distress them. This comes out of reading and a great 
admiration for doctors (some doctors), and the fact I wantéd to 
be a doctor and had a pre-medical course and some volunteer work 
in clinies.

4—The tragic error of the administration in granting wage in- 
creases without carresponding price increases, touched off one of 
thosé spirals which are inevitable—and, as usual, no one knows 
how to stop it. Labor leaders are aware of the fact that their 
people will demand wage increases in industry because of living 
cost increases. They know prices will increase. They would like 
to freeze things, but, they ask, why should they be the ones to 
put their heads under the guillotine’s knife? Everyone is involved. 
Wall Street is loaded with unabsorbed issues. 

5—Wage increases and the following prices increases have de- 
veloped a nation-wide “reluctance to buy.” Manufacturers of cars 
and other of the heavier, durable articles are worried lest their 
products be “priced out of the market” or “lifted out of the mass 
market.” 

6—Cotton, which is the basis of so much of the “raw material” 
goods of the nation’s industry, is hotly contested by synthetics. Not 
as much cotton is needed. Once in the inventory pipelines, which 
now are almost clogged, cotton will back up at the mills. The 
price will drop and considerable Southern capital will be lost.

And Market Progress 


Ahe State Revenue Department collected 
more taxes during the past fiscal year than ever 
before in history, but an audit of the Depart- 

ment shows that it doesn’t always take in money from the tax- 
payers—sometimes it hands money back to the taxpayers. In the 
few months between the. meeting of ‘the Legislature early this vear 
and the closing of books on June 30; the Department handed back 
to farmers $35,332.37 in gasoline taxes Under leg | 
tion, it refunded 5 cents out of every 6 cents tax 
gallon of gasoline used exclusively on the farm. 
Biggest refunds, however, came in returning to corporation 

individuals overpayments in income taxes The Department re 
funded a total of $250,781.32 in taxes and $22,861.18 in interest to 
corporations who had paid too much income taxes. -It refunded 
$134,661.18 in taxes and $14,819.93 in interest to individuals who 
hadOverpaid their income taxes. The Department also handed back 
$12,201.20 to individuals who overpaid their inheritance taxes. 
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More Farm Markets The State did a lot for the farmers dur- 


Ing the past’fiscal year, aside from sell- 
ing them gasoline virtually tax free. The Department of Agricul! 
built a number of new farm markets and enlarged facilities h 
old markets. An audit of the Department of Agriculture’s books 
showed that a total of $162,560.06 more was spent on a market 
building program than in the preceding year. This helped send the 
operation costs of the market chain up to $262,893.26. as compared 
with $913404.40 in the 1945 fiscal year Markets are ‘in operati n 
in Atlanta, Glennville, Hazlehurst, Macon, Moultrie, Pelham.: Th - 
asville, Tifton, Valdosta and Wrightsville.

So he can get the $100 for 
only 10 2-5 months. That makes 
$1,040.
